DISABILITY 
PROCESS 


More than 2 million Americans apply for Social Security 
disability every year. If you are no longer able to work 
because of a disabling condition, like Huntington's disease, 
it is important to apply for disability as soon as possible. 
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Less than 1% of cases appeal to Federal Court, a 
decision can take years, and cases are sent back to 
the Administrative hearing for a final decision.
